Preston, head of the United Fruit 
Co., who died at his summer home 
at Swamp Scott last night, gained 
a fortune for himself and others by 
bringing bananas to this country 
on big scale. 

Although others had imported 
the fruit in a small way previous- 
ly, Preston popularized the banana 
and then brought it here in 
bunches that filled ships. The re- 
sult was the organization of the 
United Fruit Co., which handles 
the bulk of the tropical fruit trade 
of the country and of the United 
Fruit Steamship Co., which oper- 
ates one of the country’s largest 
steamship fleets. 

The United Fruit Co. today is- 
sued a statement that the death of 
Preston would cause no change in 
company policies. 

In his seventy-ninth year, the 
United Fruit Co. head was also 
president of the Revere Sugar Re- 
fining Co., the Central American 
Rallroad Co., the Tropical Radio

Mrs. Perin told the police that 
before he left they had talked over 
his financial straits after which she 
had admonished him to be care- 
ful. 

“Remember you have two sons 
Mrs. Perin said she told him. 
“Don’t do anything rash.” 

Perin apparently went directly 
to the Rawson home which is in 
Clifton, an exclusive suburb. Mrs. 
Rawson, and her two daughters 
were sitting in the dining room 
talking and reading when he en- 
tered. Without preliminary parley 
he demanded money. Mrs. Rawson 
refused, according to Miss Nina, 
and Perin asserted he would start 
a scandal.

FIRE DESTROYS 19 AIRPLANES

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A pin 
prick cabled from Berlin was suf- 
ficient to burst the great German 
bond bubble yesterday, depleting 
the bankrolls of some speculators 
as sensationally as those of a few 
more fortunate individuals were 
enriched a few weeks ago. 

The break followed dispatches 
stating the German Government 
committee, appointed to go into 
the question, had decided definitely 
against any revaluation of bonds 
held by foreign investors, and that 
German investors, who are the 
heaviest sufferers, may only re- 
ceive ‘“‘special assistance’ by way 
of charity. 

This ig accepted’ as putting an 
end, for the present at least, to 
hopes that the existing German 
Government would commit itself to 
the principle of revaluation, al- 
though thousands of bondholders 
still clung to the hope that some 


day their scraps of German paper 
will be worth real money. 

The price of the 5 per cent Ger- 
man war bonds smashed yester- 
day to $900 for bonds of the face 
value of 1,000,000 marks. Thurs- 
day the same bonds commanded a 
price of $1500. Wednesday the 
figure was $2700. A few weeks ago 
it was $3200. At the same time the 
Prussian 3% per cent prewar bonds 
dropped to $2100 per 1,000,000 
marks of bonds, after remaining 
around $4000 for several days. 

Bonds of German cities were 
only slightly affected. The values 
of these, although greatly depre- 
ciated, are holding up fairly well. 
Many of these bonds are being 
bought for German accounts and 
some by German municipal govern- 
ments which desire to rehabilitate 
their credit. There is no listed 
market for any of the bonds, all 
being dealt in in “over the counter 
trading’ on Berlin bourse quota- 
tions. :

RITZ-CARLTON MANAGER 
FREED OF LIQUOR CHARGE 


Public Nuisance Allegation, How- 
ever, Still Is Pending Against 
Hotel Officers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27:—The 
manager and three other employes 
of the Hotel Ritz-Carlton, arrested 
last July by prohibition agents and 
charged with possession of liquor, 
were cleared yesterday of the 
charges.

Albert Keller, were dismissed by 
Federal Judge Hutchinson, who 
ruled there was no evidence Keller 
had ever possessed any liquor. The 
other three, Theodore Szarvous.

Three Highwaymen Force Em- 
ployes in Coat Cabinets 
and Make Escape. 


Three highwaymen, two of whom 
wore handkerchiefs over their 
faces, shut two young women em- 
ployes in their coat lockers in the 
office of the George R. Cummings 
Jr. Shoe Blacking & Cement Co., 
2549 SuNivan avenue, yesterday 
afternoon, and escaped with $653 
payroll money which they took 
from the safe and cash drawer.

A PEACH OF 
A FRUIT 
By Hannah Wing. 


NLY slightly acid in flavor, 
Q) e228 in texture, glorious in 

appearance, and subtley Ori- 
ental in its pleasingly sweet al- 
mond-like flavor the peach has be- 
come a symbol of perfection in 
things other than fruits. 

Although one may be more ac- 
customed to peach salads made 
from the canned halves of fruit, 
the fresh fruit is a delightful salad 
constituent. Firm halves of fine 
flavored, well ripened peaches, with 
the centers filled with finely minced 
or grated celery and pineapple 
served with a well seasoned French 
dressing made with fruit juices and 
oil make one of the best of fruit 
salads. 

Fresh peach halves filled with 
cream cheese well seasoned and 
surrounded by a salad dressing of 
parsiey and cream offer entice- 
ment to the appetite somewhat jad- 
ed by the heat of summer. This 
dressing is a good one to acquire 
as it is well suited to most fruit 
salads of this type and to vege- 


, table salads of the more delicately 


flavored garden vegetables. 

The dressing is made by whip- 
ping one cup of sour cream—and 
one is sure to have cream that 
sours during dog-days—until it be- 
gins to thicken. One must take 
care in whipping sour cream, of 
course, that it does not pass this 
stage and become butter instead 
of whipped cream. When the cream 
thickens add a tablespoon of lem- 
on juice, a sprinkling of salt, a 
teaspoon of sugar, and a dash of 
paprika. Beat until stiff and add 
three tablespoons of finely minced 
parsley or water cress. 

A peach roll made like a jelly 
cake and filled with a mixture of 
a cup of finely cut peaches and 
two teaspoons of lemon juice add- 
ed to a boiled icing is another 
trusty venture with peaches. : 

Peach whips and mousses are 
old favorites among: peach rec- 
pies, but one should always be dis- 
covering something new with such 
an amiable fruit. One of this sea- 
son's discoveries that is both rich 
and delicate is a peach dainty 
made as follows: 

Select well ripened peaches that 
are still firm, remove their skins 


and chill them. While the peaches 
are cooling make a syrup of one 
cup watpr and one cup sugar, 
boiled together for five minutes. 
Allow this syrup to cool somewhat 
and add one-half cup strained 
orange juice. Pour this syrup over 
the peaches and let them stand for 
two or three hours. 

Drain the juice from the peaches 
when ready to serve and place each 
in a glass plate and pour over it 
a sauce made by adding an equal 
measure of whipped cream to the 
syrup in which the peaches stand.

INTELLECT VERSUS EMOTIONS 


IVEN a healthy body, intel- 
(; lect is a matter of asking How 
and Why and What? To ac- 
quire such information, we have 
the cerebo-spinal system, which 
controls the voluntary muscleg of 
the body. At your suggestion, your 
child may perform a difficult piece 
on the piano. But, even if you or- 
der him to, he cannot be happy at 
will. What is the difference? 


The emotions are due to 
changes and shiftings in the un- 
striped muscles composing the vis- 
cera, and to some extent the 
muscles of the heart and lungs. 
The viscera are those organs lying 
in the body cavity—such as the 
stomach and _ intestines, liver, 
spleen, kidney, bladder and go on. 


Everyone of us is familiar with 
that “sinking feeling’ in the abdo- 
men whén we have received some 
sudden bad news. How can we 
control that? 


Well, inasmuch as the unstriped 
muscles—so-called because. under 
the microscope they do not show 
the alternate bands of dark and 
light material, as do the voluntary 
muscles—are not subject to our di- 
rect control, it doesn’t seem as 
though we could teach our children 
how to prevent the emotions of 
pain, rage, anger, fear and love 
from arising. So what are we g0- 
ing to do about it? 


It is about time that we return 
to the more sane belief that life 
is something more than the amass- 
ing of a few tricks of memory and 
@ few dollars. Our children may 
be trained to go through this world 
with no outlook except the vague 
and uncertain idea of some future 
life in which all the misery and 
monotony of this one is to be duly 
compensated for, or they may be 
trained to so live each day that the 
happy hours will at least balance 
the unhappy ones. 

But, you ask, how can we con- 
trol the emotions if they are not 
governed by the will? Let me re- 
fer you to the well-known fact 
that, in the recurrence of any one 
factor of a complex situation, the 
whole situation tends to be re- 
called. For instance, if your child 
is taught to play Nevin's “Love- 
Son,” and is petted and praised by 
the whole family because of his 
successful performance, he may in 
after years recall the wave of piea- 
surable emotion which accompa- 
nied his playing of that selection 
by simply putting it on the Victro- 
la when he is weary of this world’s 


hypocrisy or softly playing it to 
himself on the piano. 

When an overwhelming emo- 
tional shock comes to the individu- 
al, depending on the kind of ad- 
justments that have been formed 
in childhood, he may allow him- 
self to be completely engulfed by 
the waves of self-pity that roll 
over him, or he may lessen the 
blow by turning his attention de- 
liberately to some kind of work or 
play that he has developed a real 
interest in. 

The unstable child is one who 
has not been trained to lessen the 
shock of efnotional disturbances by 
turning his attention upon some- 
thing outside of himself. One rea- 
son why the woman of today is so 
often neurasthenic is because she 
has not been trained to become in- 
terested in some vocation or avoca- 
tion which will absorb her attention 
in times of crisis. 

Any number of such shock ab- 
sorbers may be thought of—read- 
ing, music, dancing, athletics, trav- 
el, writing, sailing, motoring, avia 
tlon—anything which the individu- 
al may become enthused about as 
to forget his troubles and give his 
viscera time to readjust themselves. 
The more of these interests there 
are the more readily can the child 
or the adult reduce his emotional 
tension by plunging into activities 
which will take up the time and 
energy which would otherwise be 
given to self-pity. . 

Biologically speaking, brains ex- 
ist to satisfy the emotions. The 
cerebrospinal system is useful pri- 
marily in taking care of the needs 
of the autonomic. The emotional 
life of the child and of the adult 
is of prime importance. The in- 
tellect should be developed, not for 
its own sake, but for the purpose 
of more efficiently and thoroughly 
adjusting the environment to the 
individual, so that the viscera may 
not become unnecessarily agitated. 

This view is in contradiction to 
the one that we are fortunately 
leaving behind us, namely, that if 
we train the child’s intellect he 
will be happy. We must teach 
him to enjoy life as well, and to 
meet the ehocks of life with a 
ready functioning of already de- 
veloped lines of interest. In other 
words, we must train the child to 
relate his interests and emotions 
and to use his intellect and emo- 
tions, and to use his intellect’ to 
bring him, instead of turmoil, that 
—- which passeth understand.

PROGRAMS OF 
PRINCIPAL STATIONS 
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Here Is the Original “Regenerative Circuit” 
Long in Dispute and Finally Settled 


PATENT has just been issued by the 

Patent Office to Lee de Forest, radio 

inventor, on the regenerative circuit. 
This invention has been in dispute for a 
long time, the Commissioner of Patents 
having first awarded priority for the in- 
vention to Edwin H. Armstrong. Early 
in May, this year, the District Court of 
Appeals reversed the decision of the 
Commissioner of Patents and awarded 
priority to De Forest. 

While this circuit is not entirely new, 
there are new features in it which should 
be of interest to amateurs. Here is the 
description Mr. de Forest gave of his 
invention in applying for a patent on it: 

“The object of the invention is to pro- 
vide a radio signaling system which is 
simple and efficient in operation. The 
invention consists substantially in the 
construction, combination, location and 
relative circuit arrangements, all as will 
be more fully set forth as shown in the 
drawing.

ployed asa detector. The underlying 
principle of my present invention, as will 
be more fully described, is the associa- 
tion, preferably by inductive coupling 
means, of the circuits of the cold elec- 
trodes of the audion. 

“In the figure, I have shown a simple 
circuit arrangement for accomplishing 
the objects of my invention wherein D 
is the exhausted vessel, F the hot or fila- 
ment electrode, and A is the battery for 
heating the same in the usual and well- 
known manner and controlled by the re- 
sistance R, if desired. G designates the 
grid or ‘input’ electrodes and W the wing 
or ‘output’ electrodes. Preferably, and 
as shown, though I do not desire to be 
limited in this respect, the wing and grid 
electrodes are arranged in pairs, both 
grids and both wings being connected in 
parallel. The input electrodes G are con- 
nected to one side of the filament F by 
a circuit including therein one coil of a 
transformer Ll. The output electrodes 
W are likewise connected to the filament 
F by a circuit including the coil L2 of 
the transformer, and the usual source 
of voltage, such as battery B or other 
direct-current source, with its positive 
terminal connected to the cold electrodes 
W through the telephone or signal indi- 
cating: device T, as shown. 

“In series with.the grid or input elec- 
trodes G and in the circuit thereof I pro- 


pose to place a stopping condenser C, 
and to shunt around this condenser a 
high and preferably noninductive resist- 
ance R. of from 25,000 to 160,000 ohms. 


“The transformer, whose coils Li L2 
may be a telephone transformer as 
shown, with the coils having several] 
thousand turns each surrounding an iron 
core I, in which case the system will os- 
cillate at ‘audio’ or low frequencies, or 
the windings may contain only a few 
hundreds of turns each, of several milli- 
henries inductance, and the coils more 
or less spatially separated or ‘loosely 
coupled,’ in which case the system will 
oscillate at high or ‘radio’ frequencies. 


“In the first case, that is, when the 
system is oscillating in ‘audio’ fre- 
quencies, the system becomes a siren, and 
will generate powerful telephonic cur- 
rents having a clear musical note heard 
in the telephone receiver T. The pitch 
of this note can be varied by altering the 
inductance of either of the coils Li L2 
in any well-known manner, or by alter- 
ing their coupling as by withdrawing 
from the transformer the iron core I, or 
by varying the distributed capacity of the 
winding or the spatial relation of the 
windings, or the capacity of the condens- 
er C, the value of the resistance R, or 
the potential of the battery B, or the 
brightness of the filament F in any man- 
ner well known in the art. 

“When such an oscillating system is 
employed for generating radio fre- 
quencies, the capacity of the ordinary 
telephone wires leading to the telephone 
receiver or signaling device T is usually 
sufficient to form a by-path around the 
high impedance and high resistance of 
this device. The impedance of source B 
to the radio-frequency oscillations I have 
found to be insufficient to materially 
dampen the same. My invention as de- 
fined is not to be limited in this respect, 
however, for other expedients will readily 
suggest themselves to those skilled in the 
art.”’

handicaps very sensitive and selective vircuits have to 
be used. Thus we hear more and more of using the 
super-sensitive and selective super-heterodyne cir- 
cuit, the "Jltradyne circuit and so on. Such circuits 


‘a 


will undoubtedly do away with the above difficulties. 
But unless certain precautions are observed they are 
likely to give more trouble than satisfaction. One of 
the precautions which has been given very little at- 
tention is thct of proper shielding. 

Shielding is employed to counteract two effects 
which are always present in radio sets, namely, elec- 
trostatic effects and magnetic effects. The presence 
of these effects in sensitive radio receivers makes it 
wery difficult to operate these receivers. Thus the 
motion of the hand toward a knob to make an ad- 
§ustment may cause the set to howl, or will result in 
detuning the set. The set may be tuned with your 
hand on the knob, but it will not be tuned with your 
hand away from it. Or, when the telephones are put 
on the head the set begins to shriek and howl. Prop- 
er shielding will eliminate these effects, and proper 
shielding becomes more and more necessary as the sen- 
sitivity of the set increases. 

To properly appreciate what shielding really accom- 
plishes it is necessary to understand the fundamental 
electrical] actions which take place in the circuit. Any 
live conductor is at a certain electrical potential and 
it is said to be charged electrically. According to 
theory there are electrostatic lines of force either go- 
ing to or coming from the conductor. If the con- 
ductor is -.sIitively charged we assume that the lines 
ef force are coming out of the conductor, while if it 
is negatively charged we assume that the lines of force 
wo to the conductor. Inasmuch as positive and nega- 
tive are relative, we may assume in this discussion 
that the electric lines of force are coming from the 
conductor, Figure 1, 

The number of lines of force which come out of the 
conductor depend entirely upon the charge residing 
on the conductor, and therefore on its potential. The 
greater the potential the greater the number of lines 

of -force coming from it, and vice versa. These lines 
of force st-etch out in all directions from the con- 
ductor, and so come in contact with and lodge upon 
other conductors in the neighborhood. When this 
happens the neighboring conductor upon which these 
lines of force lodge becomes charged with electricity 
by the agency of the phenomenon known as “electro- 
static induction.” 

We thus have the case of a conductor which be- 
@omes charged with electricity by merely being in the 
vicinity of other conductors which are charged, as 
In Figure 2. Such a phenomenon may readily oceur 
im any radio set. For there are conductors through 
which radio currents flow, and these conductors are 
therefore charged. At the same time there are con- 
@uctors which are not sormally charged but - -‘.b 
become charged due to this induction effect. This 
has an important bearing on the behavior of the set. 

Suppose the conductor which {sg normally charged 
to a certain potentia] or voltage undergoes some 
changes for various reasons, as for example when it 
¥s subject to the flow ‘of an oscillating radio current 
through it. It will be evident that the electric charge 
on this conductor will have to andergo the same 
changes to which the current itself is subject. There- 
fore the lines of force whick emerge from it will like- 
wise have to vary In the same manner. As a result 
the sharge of electricity which is induced in other 
bodies in the electric field of conductor A, Figure 32, 
will likewise vary correspondingly, and the changes 
which are produced originally on conductor A will be 
reproduced to a certain extent on all other conductors 
in the vicinity of A. This inductive effect not only 
takes place from a charged conductor to one which 
is not charged, but also between any conductors which 
are in the neighborhood, irrespective of their condition. 

It will be seen readily that all the conducting parts 
of a radio set will be, therefore, onder each other’s 
influence electrically. Any variations in the electric 
condition of any one conductor will immediately be 
reflected by corresponding variations in other conduc- 


tors, even though they are apparently removed from - 


one another and are not electrically connected. When 
this occurs between different parts in a radio set it wil) 


be recognized that the effect is similar to electric .

ergy is lost because it can creep across thé insulation. 
Therefore, this insulation must have a very high re- 
Sistance in order to hold back any energy that may 
try to leak across it. In the cheaper grade condensers 
this loss is very high. The next loss in order is the 
direct current resistance. The direct current resistance 
of a condenser depends on the material and the thick- 
ness of the plates used in the condenser. Brass, copper 
and aluminum are the three materials that make effi- 
cient condensers, The thickness of the plates is the 
real controlling factor of the direct current resistance 
in a variable condenser. A good condenser has fairly 
thick plates, hence having low resistance. 

Stray field capacity also affects the efficiency of a 


variable condenser. That is, the condenser can be so 
mounted on a panel that it is near some other piece 
of equipment that may have an electrostatic field 
around it. This electrical field will interfere with the 
capacity of the condenser in such a way that the ca- 
pacity of the condenser will be off its rated capacity 
for a given setting. A condition of this kind is not 
the fault of the condenser itself but the method of 
mounting. One method of reducing the stray field ef- 
fects is to mount the rotor plates of the condenser in 
such a way as to obtain a connection to the end plates

Now the reader will ask: “What are losses?” 


The losses are as follows: 

Dielectric leakage is the loss of energy across the 
insulation which separates the stator from the rotor 
plates. In the majority of cases this insulator, which 
is properly called the dielectric, is air. 

An example of this loss is as follows: If we apply 
l ampere to the condénser and draw only .9 from the 
condenser it is evident that .1 has been lost somewhere 
in the condenser, which in this case has been caused 
by leakage or creeping across the dielectric. A perfect 
dielectric will act much in the same manner as & 
spring. That is, when the condenser is charging the 
spring can be thought of as being at the normal posi- 
tion, which would be closed: When the condenser is 


> discharged it is similar to pulling on the spring. Now 


if the spring is released it will snap back to its original 
position. . This applies to the dielectric, when the con- 


' denser is discharged the dielectric should return to

The newer types of condensers on the market have the 
shaft of the rotor plates brought through the metal 
end plates. 

Next is the question of insulation hysteresis. A con- 
dition of this kind is caused by placing the insulation 
in the field of the condenser, and due to the cellular 
structure of the insulation, a loss Known as insulation 
hysteresis occurs, 

Finally we have the loss known as contact resist- 
ance. This loss is caused in the assembly of the 
condenser, particularly in the assembly of the plates, 

An illustration with this article shows the method 
of assembling the plates of a variable condenser. 
The top sketch in this illustration shows the plates 
separated by means of washers. The washers, which 
are round, should be perfectly flat and the width 
should be accurate to within .0005 of an inch. A 
large enough surface should be allowed On the washer 
in order that a good contact may be made with the 
plates. 

The sketch in the center shows a method of spacing 
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is slotted and then the plates are inserted in the 
Slots. Some manufacturers then fasten the plates 
with a pin driven through the supporting block and 
Obtain a tight fit by making the slots undersize. 
Another method is to cast the supporting block over 
the condenser plates. Unless good, tight connections 
are made to the plates, contact resistance will result. 

The bearing of the condenser is another spot where 
contact resistance can exist. The bearing should be 
tight as possible so as to obtain good contact or con- 
nection should be soldered to the shaft and so ar- 
ranged that when the rotor is turned the connection 
will not break off. When the reader is buying a con- 
denser it should be taken into one’s hands and the 
shaft of the condenser should be shaken to test for 
any play. A good condenser will have practically no 
play at all. 


PLATE DESIGN. 


Now that we have an idea of the construction and 
the losses in a condenser, the reader may desire some 
information about the queer and various shaped 
plates of the variable condenser. As a rule, the pur- 
pose of the special shaped plates is rarely known and 
the condenser with almost any kind of a plate seems 
to answer. 

However, there is a purpose in the various forms 
of plates. Let us refer to the illustration showing the 
various shapes of plates. At A, we have the semi- 
circular plate, which is used in the ordinary condenser, 

A condenser of this type is often called the straight- 
line capacity type. 

In order for the condenser to increase the ware 
length in a straight line it is necessary to design the 
plate in the shape of B in the illustration. 

A peculiar characteristic of the condensers just 
mentioned is that a bunching of stations is had at the 
lewer end of the dial. This is particularly true of the 
condenser using semicircular plates. Condensers using 
the square-law plate also have a bunching of stations 
at the lower end of the dial, but it is not as disagree- 
able as with the former, 

In order to overcome the bunching mentioned 4 
new type of plate has been designed as shown at C. 
At A we have the straight-line capacity condenser, and 
at B we have the straight-line wave length condenser. 
On close inspection of C the reader will see that part 
of this plate has been fashioned after the semi- 
circular plates, and the center is offset like the square- 
law plate. Therefore, on one-half of the condenser 
we can obtain a straight-line capacity. Now, where 
the plate is suddenly cut off a new type of character- 
istic is obtained. This new characteristic is éalled the 
straight-line frequency. With this type of plate it is 
possible to eliminate the bunching of stations at the 
end of the dial. Hence, giving greater ease of tun- 
ing. 

From the above we can draw that a good con- 
denser should have rigid construction, fairly heavy 
plates, good contact to the movable plates, tight con- 


- nections to the stationary plates, small amount of in- 


sulation with a maximum leakage path and tight 
As a rule a good condenser will have metal] 
However, there are one or two excep- 
tions to this rule. The insulation on a good condenser 
should be bakelite or hard rubber. If it is hard rub- 
ber it should be of such a thickness as to prevent 
warping. Condensers with air dielectric are more re- 
liable than those with a solid dielectric. The plates 
of the condenser should be made of brass, copper or 
aluminum.

Battle of Marne Partly Lost by Radio. 


HAT during the first part of the 
Te radio was too much relied upon 
upon by the German high command 
with the result of becoming a materia! 
aid to the French in winning the sreat 
Battle of the Marne, is the claim of 
Commandant Henri Carre, writing on 
this battle in a Paris weekly. 
Commenting upon the peculiar iner- 
tia and indecisiveness of Von Moltke, 
Commandant Carre says that he placed 
himseif fairly well at the “center of 
gravity” of the seven armies, in his 
headquarters at Coblenz; but that he 
was eccentrically connected with ther 
by a network of radio, so uncertain and 
so poorly operated that within the first 
few days of their work, the French be- 
gan to catch the orders and were ma- 
terially aided thereby. 


Pocket Loop Aerial. 


French inventors have been at 
work on improvements en the folding 
aerial and in portable radio sets, to the 
extent of developing a cloth frame aerial! 
which can be folded up and slipped into 
one’s pocket, much as a bathing towel 
would be. The wires forming the actual 
aerial are sewed in the edges of the 
cloth, and the whole thing is embroid- 
ered in whatever fanciful design may 
be wished. 

Eiffel Tower Concerts Stopped Tem- 

porarily, 

During the next few weeks the con- 
certs at the Eiffel Tower will be, for 
all intents and purposes, non-existent 
Certain market news and quotations will 
be distrbuted by telephony in accordance 
with the governmental decree of last 
year to this effect. Also, without spe- 
cial schedule, concerts are to be given 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, as 
before. 

However, these will acfually be more 
in the form of modulation tests than 
otherwise, as the big 50-kilowatt set for 
both telegraphy and telephony, which 
will employ the new Holweck demount- 
able tubes of 25-kilowatts each, is now 
being prepared for operation. The first 
trials will be in telegraphy, it is an- 
nounced, and will be the last step in re- 
placing the big arc sets which have 
been for so long a time a nuisance to the 


Paris BCla. vila aon 
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In the Passage des Lions, Geneva, a 
big hall has been opened for public au- 
ditions of the radio coneerts of Europe. 
The admission fee is 60 centimés per 
person and already the idea seems to 
have found great popularity with the 
public. The only difficulty is the inter- 
fcrence caused by nearby tram lines, 
power lines and other usual city para- 
sites, though this has not proven seri- 
ously detrimental to the reception of 
the concerts and market reports from 
Paris, Munich and London. 

A Radio Arr=st. 

Considerable interest has ween created 
in England by the arrest of a murderer 
at sea by the use of radio. William 
Breant murdered his mother-in-law in 
Liverpool, and then escaped and put to 
sea aboard an oil tanker. A radio mes- 
sage to the ship caused the captain to 
arrest the man, who was turned over 
to the police immediately upon landing. 

New Station for Spitzbergen. 

An expedition has just started from 
Roven, France, for the polar regions 
with the double idea of making some 
polar explorations and of installing a 
large radio station in Spitzbergen. The 
latter will be done first and will serve 
for sorhe careful studies of the condi- 
tions of northern electro-magnetic wave 
propagation and of that greatest of mys- 
teries of the scientific wor!id, the Aurora 
borealis. 

Many meteorological observations will 
also be sent down to the Central Euro- 
pean stations with the hope of continu- 
ing in a more comprehensive manner the 
radio studies of weather conditions that 
France is now making. 

Television Apperatus at Paris Show. 

Among other interesting exhibits at 
the Concours Lepine, held in Paris from 
Sept. 5 to 21, the new television appara- 
tus of M. Edouard Betin is holding, per- 
haps, the most important position. He 
is showing his new apparatus for secret 
communication based on the television 
principle.

Use of: the Rheostat 


HE negelected part of a radio re- 
Er ceiver is the rheostat. It is a device 

which is used to control the cur- 
rent from the “A” battery. As this cur- 
rent is varied, so is the brilliancy of the 
filaments of the tube controlled. The 
“A” battery is a low voltage device 
which supplies current for lighting the 
vacuum tube used in a radio receiver. 


This small device plays an important 
part in a receiver... -The purpose of the 
rheostat is to reduce the current from 
the “A” battery to the tube filament to 
that point at which the tube will work 
most efficiently. In every vacuum tube 
there is a point of temperature at which 
the tube will operate most efficiently as 
a deteetor, or as an amplifier. This 
means that the current flow must be so 
regulated that this temperature is #«-- 
tablished and maintained.
